ITS HXAHCIAL RECORD 


The Chicago Time* is not very kind- 


ly disposed toward the Republican par- 
ty, bat it cannot withhold its praises in 
speaking of the financial policies which 
have governed it, nor can it refrain 
from giving the other side an occasion- 
al reminder of its follies in reference to 
financial matters. After reviewing the 
history of the Republican party in this 
regard the Tlmtt says: 


The Democratic party, however, can 


not afford to invite a comparison. It 
began well in 1862 by opposing the 
greenback policy as both unconstitu- 
tional and unwise. It continued its op- 
position until the close of the war, and 
during the next session of Congress af- 
ter the war its representatives voted 
with the Republicans for a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the House 
that immediate steps should be taken to 
secure the early resumption of specie 
payments, and promising early action 
to that end. So far tbe Democratic 
party has no cause to be ashamed of its 
record on the currency question. What- 
ever its motives may have been, its po- 
sition was sound. Bat soon after tbe 
close of the war, feeling constrained to 
oppose everything, good or bad, pro- 
posed by the Republicans, it abandoned 
tbe position it had held so stubbornly 
for years, and fell desperately in love 
with the greenback. It made the won- 
derful discovery that it had all along 
been mistaken, and that legal-tender 
notes were not only constitutional, but 
the very best kind of money, and 
couldn't be too greatly multiplied. Mr. 
Pendleton discovered that it would be 
a most excellent thing to issue an 
amount about four times as great as 
had ever been issued before to pay off 
the 5-20 bonds, and the party accepted 
his teaching, though, with its habitual 
perversity, it refused to make him its 
standard-bearer in 1868. 


Once entered upon the downward 


road, the party went rapidly from bad to 
worse. In 1869 it opposed the public- 
credit act, and put itself on record as a 
party of repudiation. ID 1870 it op- 
posed the refunding act. 
In 
1874 


about four-fifths of its representatives 
in Congress voted for every wild scheme 
of inflation that was proposed. 
In 


1875 every one of them voted against 
the resumption act, and for tbe next 
four years the party with one voice de- 
manded the immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal of that act. It has for 
years been clamoring for more green- 
backs "equal .to the wants of trade," 
and legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, 
It has form- 


ed unholy alliances all over the country 
with the party of greenback monoma- 
niacs. In short, its whole record on 
questions of currency and finance since 
1866 has been utterly bad. It has done 
more to propagate error and debauch 
public opinion than all other forces and 
agencies combined. 
Even since re- 


sumption, and during the late session 
of Congress, its representatives have 
not dared trust themselves to vote or 
speak on these questions. The party 
can not afford to challenge comparison 
with its chief antagonist. To say that 
die Republican party has been far wiser 
and more consistent ia dealing with 
these question! ia to bestow upon it 
exceedingly faint praise.
